Design Criteria 

The following criteria apply when designing an 
automatic sprinkler system utilizing the Model G VELO 
Sprinkler for NFPA 13, 231 and 231C applications, 

•The same design criteria that are applied to Yz' and 

yy^' orifice sprinklers. 

• Sprinkler spacing shall be a minimum of 6 h. 

• Minimum design pressure 7 psi. 

•Factory Mutual approval for Model G VELO 
sprinkler requires sprinkler installation directly into a 
branch line fitting. The use of drops or arm overs is 
not permitted. 

•Factory Mutual Loss Prevention Data Sheets 
contain requirements which differ from NFPA. 
/The 'Model G VELO spmWer is not a "Large Drop" or 
"ESFR" sprinkler. 

Maintenance 

The Model G VELO Sprinkler should be inspected 
quarterly and the sprinkler system maintained in 
accordance with NFPA 25. Do not clean sprinklers with 
soap and water, ammonia or any other cleaning fluids. 
Remove dust by using a soft brush or gentle 
vacuuming. Remove any sprinkler which has been 
painted (other than factory applied) or damaged in any 
way. A stock of spare sprinklers should be maintained 
to allow quick replacement of damaged or operated 
sprinklers.
